Hammond, Ind.; appealed to Chicago for 
ald last night in fighting a fire that threatened 
to destroy the business section of the Indiana 
town. The aid was given. A few hours later 
the Chicago department was‘called on to fight 
the flames in two big grain elevators that 
threatened to spread flery ruin all around. 
Between the two elarms the guests of the 
Colonial Hotel, at 6825 Monroe avenue, were 
disturbed by a blazing house near by. Alto- 
gether it was a busy night for the firemen. 
The fire at Hammond started in the Simplex 
Railway Supply company’s engine-room at 
7:80 o' clock last night. 

The flames spread with great rapidity, and 
the heavy wind fanned them to such extent 
they.were soon beyond the control of the 
limited resources of the Hammond fire de- 
partment. Help was summoned from South 
Chicago and the neighboring towns, but this |. 
aid merely succeeded in preventing the 
flames from jumping the river and attacking 
the rest of the city.

“The Story of King Alfred,” belonging to 
the Library of Useful Stories (D. Apple- 
ton & Co.).

Al- 
fred’s wars, his influence on the religion of 
the day, Alfred as a law-giver, as an edu- 
eator, and as a writer are touched upon in 
later chapters. The book concludes with a 
summary of the reign and an account of 
his death from the mysterious malady which 
afflicted’ him for so many years. There is 
included a quaint genealogy, tracing Alfred's 
descent from Adam, and another showing 


It is impossible for the optimistic reviewer 
to take a book of verse tn his hands without 
entertaining good hopes that he has found a 
poet. To discover a poet is an event and 
causes much rejoicing to the intelligence 
wearied with the presentation of common- 
place matters in an ordinary way. It is 
almost always the case, however, that the 
verses prove to be as ordinary as the usyal 
prose and somewhat more affected. 

W. 8. Bissonnette’s book of verses, printed 
by himself at his own shop at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., is a keen disappointment.

Now that there is a movement to include a 
business course in some of the secondary 
schools of the country, there has arisen a 
demand for text books relating to economics 
and commerce.

ten an Introduction to the Study of Com- 
merce” (Silver, Burdett & Co.), to which 
Professor Taussig of Harvard supplies a 
preface. 

Mr. Clow discusses in this book (1) the 
elements of commerce—the motive power, 
the nature of commerce, the merchant, the 
division of labor on a large scale, the rise 
of commerce, and the use of money in trade; 
(2) materials of commerce—classification, the 
foods, the textiles, minerals, and others; 
(8) foreign commerce of the United States— 
articles imported, the tariff, sources of im- 
ports, articles exported, destination of ex- 
ports, balance of trade. oe 

Then, after telling of the commerce of other 
countries and our own domestic commerce, 
he dilates on the organization of trade, 
classes of merchants, their associations and 
how sales are made, market prices, profits, 
trade in securities, speculative trade, and 
commercial crises. Banks and the use of 
credit, the making of payments are described, 


as is also exchange. He explains, too, how 


the equilibrium is maintained, the flow of 


money, prices between distant countries, the 


equilibrium as affected by bounties and 
neludes with lessons on 
practical devices promoting or regulating 
commerce, and gives charts of bond 


values and tells of the relations of foreign 
Consuls to our comm 


For a text book the subject is handled in 
the most intelligent way and Professor Clow 
deserves credit for the admirable manner 
in which he states and elucidates his prob- 
lems. The book is not only a valuable addi- 
tion to the curriculum of any school desiring 


to teach economics, but it would be a good 


book for merchants to put into the hands of 
every ambitious young clerk in their em- 
ployment. As a text book it prepares the 
way for a heavier commercial course later 
on. Mr. Clow is to be congratulated in mak- 
ing a dry subject interesting.

Colonel Kennon of the United States 
army contributes to the North American 
Review the most complete account of the 
Katipunan thus far published. His article 
makes it easy to understand the important 
part this murderous secret society played in 
the recent insurrection in the Philippines, 
The Katipunan sprang into existence at 
Manila nine years ago and spread rapidly 
through the Tagal provinces, taking its 
membership chiefly from the most ignorant 
classes.

By the time the Americans 
arrived in 1898 the society had become a

When 
Aguinaldo and his fellow-leaders decided to 
assume control of the islands they began 
by declaring all Filipinos members of the 
Katipunan, and his alleged republic was 
made practically identical with this secret 
society. The people were forbidden, under 
pain of death, to accept any office under the 
Americans. Disobedience of the secret or- 
ders of the Katipunan was followed by

 ©olonel Kennon gives a startling list of 
| authenticated cases in which men and wom- 
en were put to death in cruel and shocking 
ways by this pitiless society. Neither sex 
nor age was spared, and the natives dreaded 
the secret; swift, and sure vengeance of the 
Katipunan more than they feared the 
American soldiers. The reign of blood and 
terror maintained in the last two years, and 
only now ceasing, surpasses that of the Ku 
Klux in their worst days, Colonel Kennon 
gays the victims murdered by the Katipu- 
nan in the last two years number hundreds, 
if not thousands.

The éffect of such a reign of terror upon 
the ignorant and timorous natives was to 
give the insurrection an apparent vitality 
which it never really possessed.

POSTOFFICE STATISTICS, 
The recent report of the chief inspector 
of the Postoffice department is, not in in- 
tention but in effect, an almost startling in- 
dication of the immensity of the business 
of which it treats, It is concerned only with 
the losses and accidents which the depart- 
ment sustained during the last fiscal year, 
and when one remembers that losses and 
accidents are unusual and exceptional fea- 
| tures of the case, and that the mass of busi- 
ness is transacted without any break in the 
routine, one begins to appreciate the nature 
of the enterprise of which the mere inci-. 
dentals make so large a showing. 3 
For instance, during the year that ended 
on June 80 the number of postoffices robbed 
was 1,635; the number of letter boxes rifled 
was 158; the number of stage coaches held 
up was 37; the number of mail wagons 
looted was 3; and the number of mail 
pouches stolen was 656. Meanwhile 643 
postoffices were destroyed by fire and 71 
postal cars were wrecked and _ burned. 
These figures are interesting and signifi- 
cant. One cannot exactly congratulate the 
department on having so much property de- 
stroyed or damaged, but that these things 
‘should happen and make hardly a noticeable 
eddy in the current of postoffice business 
gives one some idea of how vast and strong 
that current must be. 
Nhe report goes on to say that during the 
year about 52,000 complaints were received 
regarding letters and 48,000 regarding pack- 
ages. It may seem strange for a business 
to plume itself on receiving complaints, and 
it is probable that the postoffice wishes it 
no complaints at all. Compared 
with the total number of articles carried 
these 100,000 complaints form an exceed- 
ingly small proportion. Buta carefully 
conducted business that receives 100,000 
complaints during the year is a business of 
some maguitude. Looking at the matter in 
this way one feels justified in expressing to 
the Postoffice department one’s complete 
satisfaction with its progress and one’s 
hope that it will soon begin to be able to

e present is the first opportunity that 
— has had to make overtures to Thibet 
or, although it is a country of 651.500 
square miles, with a population estimated at 
over 6,000,000, it is an unknown land except 
to the few intrepid adventurers who have 
explored it at great personal risk. The coun- 
try is in central Asia, bounded on the north 
by the Kwenlum Mountains, on the east by 
China proper, on the south by the almost 
impassable Himalaya Mountains, and on the. 
west by Kashmir. The mountain range on 
the south separates t from British 
India, and Hastern Turkestan separates it 
from Russia. The which became 
subject to China early in the seventeenth 
century, contains the sources ef the Yang- 
ise-Kiang, the Indus, and other large rivers, 
and the country is for the most part a high 
tableland. 

The reasons why Thibet should be called 
“The Unknown Land” have been rein- 
forced and more vividly impressed upon the 
Western mind within the last two years by 
the bloodcurdling narrative of torture which 
was brought back to his government by Sav- 
age Landor in 1800. Mr. Landor’s experi- 
ences also serve to remind the world at large 
that, unlike any other country, even in Asia, 
at the present day, Thibet is under what may 
be said to correspond in some fashion to the 
Christian idea of theocracy—a government 
in which the religious hierarchy also wields
